•slumbers.

/He alluded briefly to. the unifica- 


tion of. Germany, of Italy, the deliv- 
erance of the states on the Danube 
Jrom dominance by Turkey, and the 
.rise of Japan to be a progressive na- 
tion. 
The discontinuance of priva- 


•-teering, the more humane conduct 
of war, the endorsement of arbitra- 
tion for settling international cons- 
troversies, the advance of diplomacy 
in the direction of expedition and sin- 
cerity, all received their due atten 
.tion. 


.During the time mentioned the pre- 


•aominance of the Anglo 'Saxon ele- 
ment was apparent and much of the 
progress of the world was due to 
the Christian methods of Great Brit- 
ian and the United 
States. 
The 


^speaker believed that practical ChriSr 
iianity would be the key note of the 
•coming century, ana that the two 
ajreat nations referred to would be in 
a. sense a" dictator of the 
world's 


action. 


Municipal Life and Ideals. 


Mayor V. P. Richardson thought he 


liad been given a kindergarten task 
when first asked to speak on Munici- 
pal Ideals, and Life, ;but found on in- 
vestigation that volumes might be 
-written on the subject and then only 
scratch the surface. He gave an idea 
•of how the United States had advanc- 
ed in population since 1SOO t);r com- 
paring the New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore and Washington 
•of that date with tne same cities of 
•today. 
Now 159 cities contain five 


"times more inhabitants than 
the 


•whole country did then. 


Municipal government of former 


•times, the direct government by the 
3>eople, was described as the most 
xearly perfect type of government 
"known to man. 
This, however, was 


only possible in small cities and had 
.given way to indirect government 
through city councils. 
Heretofore 


.a sentiment had existed 'hostile to 
the one man-power and the mayor of 
a city had very little authority, but 
:riow the tendency was growing to 
rmake one man the responsible head 
•of the city government as well as the 
presiding officer. 


Mr. Richardson concluded with a 


forecast of what municipal govern- 
ment might and probably would be 
in the years to come which was so 
alluring that his hearers wishedtheir 
advent upon this earthly sphere had 
"been delayed fifty years or so, but 
.in sober fact what he gave as a fan- 
ciful dream is not any further ahead 
•of what life is now than the present 
•conditions of life, a. least her<? in the 
"United States are superior to those 
•prevailing at the dawn of January, 
1800.
